A petition for an Incandescent ligh t 
at Eleventh and Morgan and for th e 
extension of th e wTater and ligh t lines 
one square west from Eigh th and O li­ 
ver streets were referred to th e proper 
committees with power to act. 
Th e committee to look after wh at 
was deemed an exorbitant claim for 
use of jackscrews wh ich was presented 
at th e last meeting'asked for furth er 
time. 
W. A. Mull petitioned th e counci 
for th e righ t to lay gas pipes on th e 
streets in town for th e purpose of fur­ 
nish ing gas to th e members of a com­ 
pany to be h ereafter formed, but th e 
council said th at wh ile th ey would 
h ardly refuse any one a 
privilege of 
th at kind if properly presented, th ey 
would grant no franch ise or permis­ 
sion until th e company was organized 
and specified wh at particular street or 
streets th ey wanted to us?. 
Marsh al Pearsey ’s report, sh owing 
th at h e h ad collected $112.50 for dog 
tax was received, as was also a list of 
21 names of persons wh o h ad not paid, 
and on a suggestion of city attorney 
Megee, all th ose wh o h ave failed to 
pay will be notified once more, after 
wh ich suit will bo brough t. 
Th e fine 
is $5.00, wh ich with th e costs would 
be a little severe. 
Th e marsh al said 
th at nearly all wh o h ad failed to pay 
h ad some 
excuse, h ad “ sold th eir 
dog, “ or “ it h ad died,“ or someth ing 
of th at kind. 
Th e city engineer submitted h is re­ 
port on th e curbing and paving of Wei t 
Th ird street, west of th e Lake Erie 
tracks and recommended th at a sewer 
be put in with connections from a 
comparatively level gutter, th ereby 
saving a very large expense of grading. 
He was ordered by th e council to pre­ 
pare plans and estimates of th e w'ork. 
Barney Sch rich te appeared before 
th e board and said th at th e traction 
company wrere now filling up th eir

Mr. Brann

posed to anv expenditure by th e city 
for th e sewer. 
None of th e rest stated 
th eir position, but by agreement th e 
council as a eommit.ee of th e wh ole, 
accompanied by th e city engineer are 
to visit th e place and see w h at can be 
done and report at th e next meeting. 
Th e condition of th e sewer in th e 
west end again came up and it was 
reported th at th e committee h ad taken 
no action, but th at a man will be sent 
th rough it, and all places wh ere it is 
used for sanitary purposes will be 
stopped up and an effort made to re­ 
move th e nuisance. 
Th e fact th at many h igh weeds were 
growing on vacant lots about town 
was suggested, and th e clerk was or­ 
dered to notify th e marsh al and po- 
■ 
lice to order every owner of property 
h aving weeds growing th ereon to cut 
th e same or th ey would be cut by th e 
city and ch arged to th e owner.

Th e city council last nigh t concurred 
in th e action of th e water and ligh t 
committee taken in th e m atter of in­ 
creasing th e water supply and also 
made some new rules regulating its 
use. 
Wh en th e m atter came up Superin­ 
tendent Ong reported th at h e and th e 
water and ligfit committee h ad after 
consideration determined upon an ex­ 
periment wh ich would not cost much 
and migh t prove valuable. 
Th ey de­ 
cided to h ave one of th e wells cleaned 
out. and a six inch casing put down 
inside th e eigh t inch and run 20 to 24 
feet deeper th an th e present wells. 
Th ey h ave reason to believe th at th is 
will increase th e supply from th e wells 
ih afc are not very deep. 
If tliis is not successful a well will 
h en be put down in a new place, 
f both th ose fail, a large well on th e 
oth er side of Flatrock is th ough t to 
tie th e only remaining solution of th e 
question. 
It was suggested to th e council th at 
people on th e h ill were angry because 
h ey were not getting pressure enough 
?or general use, and it was th ough t 
riest to put th e pressure back on, but 
t was explained 
th at 
th e supply 
would not last th ree day s under th ose 
conditions. 
As a means of saving th e water th e 
council 
th en 
adopted a rule 
th at 
sprinkling of street« must be done 
strictly in accordance with th e con­ 
tract and only for th e area ]>aid for 
and only between th e h ours of 7 :00 to 
7 :30 a. in. and 6:00 to 6:30 p. m. each 
day , and th e superintendent was or­ 
dered to h ave notices to th at effect 
printed and mailed to each consumer, 
after wh ich it is to be strictly en­ 
forced. 
A suggestion by May or Stevens th at 
some person qualified to run th e en­ 
gine be stationed at th e engine h ouse 
during th e present conditions, as pre­ 
dicted by th is paper, found no sup­ 
porters, alth ough in th e face of cir­ 
cumstances it would be an important 
precaution against large losses by fire. 


Word was received h ere y esterday 
evening from Rich mond stating th at 
th e contract for th e new interurban 
road from Greensburg to Rich mond, 
th rough th e south east corner of th is 
county , bad been let to th e Westing- 
h ouse Ch urch & Kerr company of New 
York. 
Th e contract price ^is said to be ap­ 
proximately 
$2,4000,00. 
Th e exa< t 
figures depend on th e report of th e 
engineers, but th e cost of th e road will 
not be far from th at amount. 
Engin­ 
eers will be on th e ground w ith in th e 
next few days. 
Included in th e contract is th e grad­ 
ing, putting down track, ballasting, 
overh ead construction, th e building of 
a power h ouse at Greensburg and 
equipping it w ith mach inery . 
Th e 
contract calls for th e road complete 
and ready for operation. 
It is th ough t th at th e work w ill be­ 
gin on th e Rich mond 'end of th e line. 
General Manager Wilson, wh o is at 
present in Rich mond, stated th at h e 
believed cars would be in operation 
between Rich mond and Connersville 
by Th anksgiving. 
Th e company , Mr. Wilson says, h as 
abandoned th e idea of using th e th ird 
rail sy stem as impracticable. 
Th e 
overh ead trolley 
sy stem, with th e 
direct alternating 
current, will be 
used, sim ilar to th e road being built 
by Ch arles L. Henry between Indian­ 
apolis and Cincinnati, th rough th is 
city . 
Th e company wh ich h as received 
th e contract is th e greatest construc­ 
tion company in th e United States. 
It is at present engaged in th e work 
of constructing a tunnel under th e 
East river at New York for th e Penn­ 
sy lvania, a $60,000,000 job. 
Th e com­ 
pany includes all of ¡th e Westingh ouse 
companies, numbering twenty domes­ 
tic and seven foreign comjwmies. 
Th is last move h as convinced many 
persons wh o th ough t its building an 
improbability , th at th e road will be 
built.

Nearly two h undred members of th e 
Hay makers of Oonnervsille went to 
Cambridge 
City , Monday evening, 
wh ere th ey took part in th e celebra­ 
tion th at marked th e opening of th e 
street carnival wh ich is being given 
by th e association of th at town th is 
week. Th ey were dressed as “ Rubes“ 
and bad a jolly time. 


Th e ch airman of Henry county h as 
appealed to th e State committee from

Th ere not being a sufficient number 
of men h ere to lay rails and put down 
stone also, it is uncertain just wh en 1 
th e actual lay ing of rails will begin. 


Ch icago, July 20.—Th e crisis in th e 
stocky ards strike will come th is af­ 
ternoon. 
Th e allied trades unions in 
th e stocky ards wh ich are certain to 
become involved In th e controversy 
If It is not soon settled, h eld a con­ 
ference y esterday lasting five h ours, 
and at its conclusion sent a letter to 
th e packers asking for a joint confer­ 
ence between representatives of th e 
strikers, of th e packers and of th e 
allied trades to see if a settlement of 
th e strike along careful lines cannot 
be reach ed, 
l>ast nigh t th ere was no­ 
body wh o would say th at th e packers 
would agree to th e conference, and it 
Is impossible to say with certainty 
th at th e meeting will be h eld. 
Arth ur Meeker, manager for Armour 
& Co., speaking for th e oth er pack­ 
ers as well as for h is own establish ­ 
ment. said th at h e would send a reply 
to th e letter received from th e rep­ 
resentatives of th e allied unions. 
He 
declined to say, h owever, wh at th e 
nature of th e reply would be. 
Th e unions joining in th e request 
for th e meeting 
represent all th e 
trades engaged In th e packing indus­ 
try , and th ey h ave joined in a final 
appeal for arbitration between th e 
packers and th e striking butch ers. 
President Donnelly of th e butch ers 
union said th at h e was anxious to 
h ave peace, but th at unless it cam« 
with th e proposed conference today 
th ere would be a general sy mpath etic 
strike on th e part of th e allied trades 
unions. 
Th e letter was signed by representa­ 
tives of th e coopers, packingh ouse 
teamsters, stationary firemen, station­ 
ary engineers, steam-fltters. steam- 
fltters’ h elpers, electrical workers, car­ 
penters, car-workers, millwrigh ts and 
mach inery erectors, blacksmith s and 
h orsesh oers* unions. 
Both sides still claim to h ave th e 
advantage in th e strike. Th e packers 
assert th at th ey are operating th eir 
plants almost to th eir full capacity , 
wh ile th e strikers contend th at th e 
packing trade th rough out h e country 
is practically demoralised.

After a few formal and friendly 
statements th e letter wh ich was w rit­ 
ten to Mrs. Everett Waymna, at Rush ­ 
ville, was in substance as follow s; 
“ I am so nervous I can h ardly write, 
and I’ll tell y ou wh y.

been two men past h ere in a buggy 
twice, and th e second time one of th em 
asked for papa and looked so mean 
th at I was scared. 
He asked me if I 
stay ed by my self all th e time, and I 
told h im no, th at I did not stay by 
my self any of th e tim e.”

th e word “ God.” 
Some of th e furnitnre wTas overturn­ 
ed but th ere was noth ing to sh ow h ow 
th e girl left th e h ouse. 
On th e paper 
at th e termination of th e sentence th e 
piece of lead wh ich came from th e 
pencil was found sticking to th e page 
and a downward stroke sh owed th at 
th e last word h ad probably closed 
with some sudden excitement. 
Th e unfortunate girl is of medium 
build, with ligh t h air and complexion 
and blue eyes. According to th e state­ 
ment made by h er after last nigh t sh e 
is of a ch eerful disposition and lias no 
enemies. 
Most of h er acquaintances live in 
th e neigh borh ood of West Newton, 
wh ere sh e was an attendant at Sunday 
sch ool and ch urch . 
Sh e h as kept company with two 
y oung men. Harley Cox,of West New­ 
ton and Horace Morton, of Mooresvile, 
but th ey are not suspected of being 
connected with th e crime in any way. 
Mrs. Way man, to wh om th e girl was 
w riting, lives west of th is city on 
rural route number 6, near Arlington, 
is a y oung woman, formerly a com­ 
panion, but wh o was just married a 
few month s ago, and moved w ith h er 
h usband to th e Mauzy place, wh ere 
th ey now reside. 
Sh e knows noth ing 
of th e crime, h owever, except as stated 
in th e papers. 
Th e unfortunate y oung lady is still 
unconscious and h er condition is very 
critical but th e attending ph y sicians 
th ink sh e will recover. It is h oped by 
every one th at sh e will recover suffici­ 
ently in th e near future to th row some 
ligh t on th e affair. Her cloth es and 
general condition sh ows no evidences 
of any attem pt at personal violence or 
criminal assault and th e opinion is 
fast growing th at sh e became insane 
from reading th e accounts of th e S tar­ 
buck case, wh ich sh e is known to h ave 
followed very closely .

There will be no state demonstration, 
but the Indiana Rep ublican members 
of congress, state officials and candi­ 
dates on the state ticket will attend 
in a body .

were very interesting. 
The p olls do 
not close until 8 tonight.

This will be one 
of the im p ortant conventions of the 
y ear in Indiana, owing to the struggle 
that is going on for Senator Fair­ 
banks’ seat in the senate. 
The Indi­ 
anap olis delegation will be the largest 
from any one district, so the candi­ 
dates are naturally very anx ious to 
get a foothold here, 
it was said to­ 
day that no resolution will be intro­ 
duced instructing the nominees to sup ­ 
p ort Harry S. New. 
The latter’s close 
friends are not in favor of instructions

it is believed now that

the senate. 
Charles Roemler is being 
p icked as a winner of the third p lace 
for the cenate, but there was a tre­ 
mendous amount of activity today be­ 
hind the candidacy of Cap tain W. E.

the senate and about thirty candidates 
for the house.

Keller’s engagement at Motien p ass, 
the m ilitary ex p ert» are convinced 
that there has been a rearrangem ent 
of the Jap anese forces and a change 
In the Jap anese p lans In favor of a 
flanking 
movement 
on 
Liao 
Yang 
rather than a direct movement on Ta 
Tche Kiao. 
Thia change coinciding 
with 
the arrival of Field Marshal 
Oy ama, leads the ex p erts to attribute 
the resp onsibility to the new com­ 
mander-in-chief. 
W hoever is resp on­ 
sible it Is admitted that the Jap anese 
are showing an ap p reciation of the 
p resent asp ect of the camp aign. H ith­ 
erto General 
Kurop atkin 
has 
been 
able to mislead Generals Kuroki, Nod- 
eu and Oku and to induce them to ex ­ 
p end their greatest energy where it 
would do the least harm. 
The center of interest has again 
been transferred to Liao Yang, and the 
Russians are able et this juncture to 
regard the situation with p rop er equa­ 
nimity . 
The Liao Yang p osition is of 
auch strength that Kuroki's advance 
would be rather welcomed by General 
Kurop atkin. 
It is p robable that Kurop atkin or­ 
dered Keller to attack with the view 
of drawing on the Jap anese, just as he 
sent General 8 takelberg to draw them 
up from the south. 
The develop ments of the camp aign 
in the near future are bound to be 
greatly influenced by a new factor, 
the lux uriance of the vegetation, fol­ 
lowing the few day s' rain and by the 
rains themselves, which are due any 
day 
The tall grass, effectually con­ 
cealing the enemy , renders the p ros­ 
p ect o f an advance to the valley of 
the Liao river too hazardous, and 
therefore it has p robably been aban­ 
doned by the Jap anese, thus ex p lain­ 
ing the delay in the occup ation of 
Yinkow.

July 20.—The war 
office has no further details of the 
Russian rep ulse at Motien p ass.

ures, is greatly dep lored. 
But evi­ 
dently the engagement at least served
